Payne said that there was no school 
information or news in the local 
paper, and nothing was ever pub- 
lished. 

George McDonald and Ken Burns 
both stated that when the vote on 
the school question was taken the 
ratepayers in general did not really 
understand the situation, and Mr. 
Burns suggested more rural memb- 
ers on the Board of Trade execu- 
tive, 

The president said it was hoped 
to have meetings both east and 
west of Didsbury in an endeavor to 
create more interest. He also said 
that the Board of Trade had to be 
kept alive and every member 
should do his part. At’ the next 
meeting he hoped for a better at- 
tendance of both men and women 
from town and country, as the 
school question would again be dis- 
cussed.

Didsbury Water Supply 
Contains Fluorine 


A recent analysis of the Didsbury 
water supply, made by the Do- 
minion government laboratory, has 
been received by the Town secre- 
tary and shows that the water is 
free of contamination and that it 
contains a natural fluorine content 
of 1.75 parts per million, 

According to Dr. MeNichol, local 
dentist, the ideal fluorine content 
of water should be between 1.5 and | 
2, parts per million, and he is high: | 
ly elated over the fact that the lo- | 
cal water supply contains almost | 
the right percentage of fluorine as 
recommended by dental and medi- 
cal associations in both Canada and 
the United States, 

Fluorine increases the hardness | 
of enamel and reduces teeth decay 
up to 50 per cent in children’s teeth, | 
However, very little benefit it noted | 
in adult teeth with the addition of 
fluorine in water, 

Dr. McNichol also stated that be- | 
cause fluorine was present in the 
Didsbury water supply was no rea. | 
son for parents to neglect their 
children’s teeth, as it was only an 
added protection and not a cure for 
tooth decay,

Canadians, as a people, are tinged with an over- |

FERTILIZERS PROVE VALUABLE 


Tests conducted on several differ. 
ent types of soil throughout the 
Peace River region indicate that 
increase from 3 to 10 bushels of 
Wheat per acre can be expected 
from the application of 25 pounds 
of ammonium phosphate fertilize: 
(11-48-0), Oats show a similar re- 
sponse, while barley responds even 
more markedly to the application 
of fertilizer. In addition to the in- 
crease in yield, maturity is also 
advanced from 3 to 10 days unde: 
normal conditions. 

The cost of the fertilizer at last 
year's price was $1.25 per acre.

Two pens of rabbits are being fed 
similar rations. largely made up of 
alfalfa. The alfalfa in one ration, 
however, Was grown on a fertilized 
lot of grey wooded soil, while the 
alfalfa in the other was grown on 
unfertilized soil. 

All rabbits were the same size 
when the experiment began, but 
now those which are receiving the 
fertilized alfalfa are nearly full 
grown and about half as large 
again as the rabbits being fed the 
unfertilized alfalfa. They are bright 
and alert and in the healthiest con- 
dition. The other rabbits, as well as 


| being much smaller. are lacking in 


general vigor and condition, 

The experiment indicates that, in 
addition to increasing vields, fer- 
tilizers may be of considerable 
value in improving the feeding 
value of crops.

QUICK RESULTS 
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Grain Should Be Dry 
Before Threshing 


| In Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta there are many millions of 
bushels of tough and damp grain, 
carried over in farm bins during 
the winter, which will be marketed 
during the coming spring. The 
quantity of damp wheat alone is 
estimated at 36 million bushels. 
Besides that there is a large volume 
of tough wheat in farm bins. The 
volume of tough and damp oats 
and barley is unknown, but it is 
expected to be quite substantial. 

In view of these circumstances, 
Rt. Hon. C. D. Howe, minister of 
trade and commerce, warns Western 
farmers who have crops still in the 
field, that the same should not be 
harvested until the grain is dry. 
Threshing damp or tough grain 
would only add to the already dif- 
ficult problem of disposing of out- 
of-condition grain, 

About 186 million bushels of 
tough and damp wheat, oats and 
barley have been delivered from 
the 1951 crop. About 50 million bu- 
shels of such grain have been dried 
at terminal elevators. Quantities 
have been sold without being dried, 
and about 10 million bushels will 
be dried in the United States, Still 
on hand is a large volume of grain 
that must be disposed of in some 
manner.—Wheat Pool Budget.

Agricultural RADIOACTIVE PASSPORTS 


FOR OUR INSECTS 


Scientists have only recently de- 
veloped methods that enable them 
to initiate the procedure of the 
passport office and provide any 
wandering insect with the equiva- 
lent of a passport. This makes it 


possible to keep a record of the in. | 


| sect’s movements, study its habits, 


and makes it easy for the entomolo- 
gist to locate the insect for any fu- 
ture requirement . With character-

istic thoroughness, scientists have | 


developed a tagging system that 


surpasses in effectiveness anything | 


the passport office has to offer. 

Once the insect is provided with 
a radioactive passport, or, more cor. 
rectly stated, with a radioactive 
tag or tracer, it is marked for the 
duration of the tracer. This means 
the identification cannot be lost o1 
stolen. Even should the bearer of 
the radioactive passport meet with 
foul play and get caught, eaten, di 
gested, and assimilated in the body 
of another animal. the scientist can 
come along with a Geiger counter 
and point an accusing finger at the 
culprit-predator. 

W.F. Baldwin, of the Canada De 
partment of Agriculture's Belleville 
Laboratories, who is working in co 
operation with atomic energy scien 
tists at Chalk River. has just dis- 
closed some startling results ob 
tained by feeding or injecting the 
parasite of the spruce saw-fly and 
the rove beetle, a parasite of root 
maggots. with radioactive phos 
phorous. Such treatment as is well 
known makes the treated insect 
radioactive. But Mr. Baldwin's ex- 
periments show that radioactivity 
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can also be transmitted to the in- 
sect’s progeny. 

These important results will en 
able entomologists to study the 
movement and spread of several 
generations of economically import- 
ant parasites of crop destroying in- 


sects, among Which are the spruce | 


saw-fly and root maggot.
